Air Raids. . 


LONDON, Sept. 4 (AP).—Follow- 
ing the example set by residents of 
Madrid during the Spanish civil 
war, many London families now are 
passing the nights in subway tun- 
nels so they can sleep soundly and 
in comparative safety through air 
raid alarms. 

Thousands now go nightly to the 
Borough tunnel at Southwark, no 
longer used by trains. It is 70 feet 
below ground and secure against 
even a direct hit. 

They troop down its 200. steps 
long before the sirens sound and 
select comfortable spots where they 
can read, talk or play cards for a 
few hours before settling down to 
sleep. 

One 75-year-old woman has been 
camping in the tunnel since Sun- 
day. She brought sufficient tea, 
cakes and cheese to last her two 
weeks and only comes out in the 
daytime for a quick breath of fresh 
air.

BERLIN, Sept. 4 (AP).—A For- 
eign Office spokesman said today 
Germany regards the sale of .50 
United States destroyers to Britain 
in exchange for military bases in 
the Western Hemisphere a defi- 
nite indication that the British Em- 
pire is breaking up. ‘ 

“Germany notes with interest, 
the spokesman said, “that Britain 
is virtually throwing away the most 
valuable areas. The evaluation of 
50 old destroyers for eight military 
bases makes possible certain de- 
ductions. 

“This action is the beginning of 
liquidation of the British Empire.” 


In an aside, the spokesman re-| 


minded foreign correspondents of 
the Biblical occurrence recorded in 
Genesis when Esau sold his birth- 
right for a mess of pottage. 


The spokesman added ironically: 

“That the United States Secre- 
tary of State announced he, Hull, 
accepted the British proposal ‘with 
pleasure’ is regarded here as self- 
evident, in view of the unselfish 
solidarity existing between both 
democracies.”

| Just what does this mean? If it means anything 
at all. it must mean that if another Graf Spee shows 
up in South American waters, the battle will be 
| fought not between German and British naval units, 
but between German and American vessels. 


President Roosevelt suggested yesterday afternoon 
that he may soon “inform” Congress of other deals 
for naval bases to be acquired from Britain. At 
‘the same time, spokesmen for the Navy Department 
‘said that Winston Churchill’s promise that the Brit- 
‘ish navy will not be surrendered to Germany would 
'remove the need for keeping any considerable por- 
tion of American navy in the Atlantic and leave 
it free to patrol the Pacific. 

Putting these two statements together, it would 
not be surprising if Britain confers upon us an- 
other supreme favor in the form of leases on naval 
bases in the Far East, from which we will be per- 
mitted to defend British possessions in that far quar- 
ter of the globe.

By any realistic standards, the only Alliea 
foreign assets having any immediate value 
as generators of “hard money” good in any | 
market are those in the United States.

Suppose the war continued to drain cap- 
ital at the estimated rate—$2,300,000,000 to

Under a decision of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri yesterday the) 
city is faced with the necessity of| 
$440,890 in general | 
taxes, if it is to obtain clear title 
to 2100 pieces of property for which 


it had paid $134,632 at Collector's 
sales in 1936-38 made in compliance 
with the Jones-Munger delinquent 
tax law. 

If the city makes the payment, it| 
will get back $278,632 as its own) 
share of the taxes demanded, but 
the remaining $162,258 of its money 
will go to the Board of Education 
and the State. 

Probably about 90 per cent of the 
pieces of property would be worth 
the additional expense demanded, 
as an investment to protect the 
tax lien, Deputy Comptroller 
Charles L. Cunningham said to 1 
Post-Dispatch reporter. He was of 
the opinion there would be com- 
paratively few instances where the 
expenditure would not be justified. 

City a Wholesale Investor. 

The city will become a wholesale 
investor in distress real estate, if 
it carries out the purchase plan on 
which it embarked in the period 
when annual tax-bill sales under 
the Jones-Munger. jlaw were in 
force. Its object will be to dispose 
of the property as rapidly as may 
be possible and reimburse the treas- 
ury for the cost, at the same time 
restoring the real estate as a source 
of privately paid taxes. The Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment is 
expected to consider soon the policy 
to be adopted. 

Comparatively little would be lost 
on property not deemed to be worth 
an additional invescment in taxes, 
it was said at City Hall, inasmuch 
as parcels of that character were 
bid in at nominal prices.

The court held unanimous- 
ly, however, that such exemption 
did not exist until the city acquired 
an absolute fee simple title and the 
issuance of a Collector’s certificate 
at the sale did not constitute such 
title. Payment of all taxes must be 
made before full title can be ob- 
tained, the court held. 

The Jones-Munyer Law, provid- 
ing for sale by the Collector of 
delinquent tax bills, with an in- 
volved process for eventual trans- 
fer of title, replaced an older meth- 
od whereby property owners were 
sued after taxes were delinquent 
for five years. It has been repealed, 
as concerning St. Louis and St.

HENEVER an authority 
W speaks on the subject of rear- 


ing children with positive 
words, as one having complete 
knowledge and understanding, 


whisper to yourself, “Sometimes.” 

Each child born into the world 
seems to be a specialty of the 
Creator. No two ever seem to be 
alike, to think alike, to see the 
same idea in the same way, to be- 
have in similar circumstances the 
same way. They may seem to do so 
at times, but you can be sure that 
there is a difference in their ways 
peculiar to the individual. No law 
of life seems to apply to them all 
equally, exactly,, entirely. 

While this takes from parents 
and teachers most of the feeling of 
security they may feel in following 
any pattern of training, it also 
gives them hope and keeps them 
living in a state of excitement 
about these children in their care. 
When one fails all is not lost. 
There may still be another door to 
open. When one seems handicapped 
beyond repair, there is still that 
hope, that “sometimes” to lean 
upon, Faith sometimes works 
miracles. 

The characteristic quality of 
each child is a secret. When one 
looks at a roomful of little ones 
in their first class in school they 
all seem to be alike—characterless, 
harmless,’ promiseless, One has 
only to enter that room and remain 
there for two minutes to see that 
they are all strong personalities 
with potentialities that bewilder 
one. What to do to get the best 
out of each one, to strengthen his 
gifts and tone down his faults baf- 
fles the best teacher. Nobody can 
even guess what the future of each 
child is to be. The best anyone 
can do is to follow the signs the 
child displays and make the most 
of each phase of his growth. 

We can hold to certain principles 
of teaching, remembering that each 
child will vary in his interpreta- 
tion of them and will need much 


understanding help. First, teach 
a child to be clean; not finicky, 
but wholesomely clean.

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Immunization 
Against Germ 
Of Diphtheria

AM sometimes chided for writ- 
| ing every year about this time in 

favor of diphtheria immuniza- 
tion for the child who js entering 
school for the first time. It is ar- 
gued that in many cities suck. im- 
munization is practically compul- 
sory and that my arguments are 
pointless and unnecessary. But I 
do not desist because I think it is 
the highest duty that a column like 
this can obey to attempt to spread 
the gospel of immunization. 

If I no longer have to try to 
persuade parents to undertake 
voluntarily the immunization of 
their children, as I had to 15 years 
ago, at least I can advance the 
arguments which seem to me to 
make compulsory diphtheria vac- 
cination necessary 

There is probably no single 
health conquest in the history of 
mankind that ranks with the elim- 
ination of diphtheria. Once among 
the deadliest and most contagious 
of diseases, it ravaged young peo- 
ple at the most promising period 
of their south. Whole families of 
children—yea, even whole school- 
rooms—were wiped out. It ran 
through whole neighborhoods, leav- 
ing death in its wake, 

Now barely 20 years after diph- 
theria immunization was made 
possible, it is a rare disease. In 
cities in the United States, whose 
combined population is over 38.- 
000,000 people, barely one death 
per 100,000 population occurred 
in 1939. In 32 cities there were 
no deaths from diphtheria in 1939. 
In 20 cities in the United States 
there have been no diphtheria 
deaths in 1938 and 1939, 

This result is all the more re- 
markable because every person 
who becomes immune to diphtheria 
does so by making a voluntary in- 
dividual effort. Diphtheria can- 
not be eliminated by broad hygi- 
enic methods such as are applica- 
ble to typhoid fever by purifying 
the water supply. The person who 
is rendered immune to diphtheria 
must be persuaded by the logic of 
the evidence — this is often the 
hardest part of the battle — and 
they must allow themselves to be 
examined and undergo a hypoder- 
mic injection. 

Selection of proper cases is ac- 
complished by applying what is 
known as the Schick skin test. This 
consists in putting some diphthe- 
ria toxin in a small scratch in the 
skin. If at the end of 24 hours 
the skin around this scratch is 
red it means that the toxin has 
awakened a reaction in the chemi- 
cal forces of the body and that the 
person will catch diphtheria if ex- 
posed. Immunization is done to 
susceptible people by using a form 
of diphtheria toxin that has be- 
come  detoxicated. It is called 
toxoid. 

The age at which tNis procedure 
should be carried out is during the 
young years when diphtheria is 
prevalent. Some authorities think 
that at the end of the first year is 
none too soon. All agree it should 
be done before the end of the sec. 
ond year.

Wanderers During Past Eight Years. 


PORT of forgotten men. but 
A what a blessed haven has been 

Ozanam Shelter to 23,000 home- 
less unemployed men who have 
found refuge there since, in the 
depths of the depression, it was 
established in 1932. Some inhab- 
itants boast of having lived there 
the entire eight years. Said one of 
these, called Henry: “If I didn’t 
like it here I'd get out—although I 
don’t know where I'd go. But l 
do like it. It’s home to me.” 

He was one of the greater por- 
tion of the present enrollment of 
308 sitting in the shade of the vast 
building at 3225 Montgomery street, 
or on the 100-foot-long rear veran- 
dah, listening intently to the broad- 
cast of the ball game from a loud 
speaker. A deaf mute Said in sign 
language, through an interpreter, 
that he could tell how the game 
Was going and some of the plays 
being made by the expressions of 
the men’s faces. Further he opined, 
“The Browns could beat those fel- 
lows if they only had some pitch- 
ers.” Showing that men forgotten, 
except as their names appear on 
charity rolls; are not necessarily out 
of touch with public opinion and 
news of the day. 

Sad, rheumy-eyed old faces 
brightened as Charles J. Murphy, 
young university graduate in sociol- 
ogy and institutional Management, 
who has been superintendent at the 


shelter since 1937, walked among 
them. He addressed various ones 
by given names, asking, “How are 
you feeling today, John,” or “Bob” 
_— marry: 

“Fine,” or “Better,” was the in- 
variable response. They were not 
all sad in spite of some very ob- 
vious miseries. 

Michael Hoolihan, a twinkle in 
his eve and a “back of me hand 


and sole of me foot to you” atti- 
tude, said, “You ought to know how 
I feel when I can’t get up on a 


scaffold anymore.” 

Mike, it was explained, had bare- 
ly survived recently a broken ver- 
tebra, two broken ankles and a 
broken arm from being hit by an

automobile.” Mike was our ace 
painter before he was hurt,” Mur- 
phy said. 

Mike hadn’t been able to work on 
that new paint job of which 300- 
foot-long corridors, rooms and 
wards still were redolent, so he 
was kind of jealous. 

Many had little favors to ask of 
the superintendent, as he appeared 
among them opportunely with a 
woman visitor. 

“Find my daughter,” one whose 
name was Hines appealed. “Her 
mame is Prudence but I can't re- 
member her married name.” 

“Your social worker is looking 
after that,” he was assured. 

One whose stubs of feet were 
wrapped in thick bandages had no 
favor to ask. He was quite com- 
fortable now, thank you. In the 
frigid weather of last January his 
toes had been frozen as he shoveled 
snow off downtown streets. Gan- 
grene had set in and there had 
been one amputation after another. 


Clothes problems troubled many, 
and no wonder. The Shelter pro- 
vides room, meals, medical atten- 
tion, laundry, barber service, shoe 
repairs and clothes when clothing 
can be wangled from the relief of- 
fice. but evidently clothes must be 
worn until they are in tatters and 
well veneered with soil. 

“It would be fine,” observed the 
superintendent, “if each could have 
a change of outer garments to wear 
while a pair of pants is being 
washed. We manage to provide a 
change of clean underwear with 
their weekly baths but bevond that 
we have to be content with the be- 
lief they are clean underneath.” 

One old fellow wasn’t quite sure 
what his mame is nor where he 
hails from.

Or 
they may be bowlegred or knock- 
kneed. Or they may not be as in- 
telligent or skillful or aggressive 
as the other candidates. 

It is quite possibile that substi- 
tutes are passed Over because their 
hair is straw cojefed or does not 
curl naturally, ar because they walk 
with a slouch, dc not dress in 
the best of tast™, 01 are self-con- 
scious and bite their fingernails. 

Or they may not good at run- 
ning Or may muff things thrown 
to them or trip ow their own 
feet. Or, in some md instances, 
they may not know theright people. 

In any event, subsitutes are 
tragic objects and thei’ impulse is 
to go off by themselves and try to 


forret. But, instead, they are or- 
dered to sit on benches, or out of 


sight in wings, where they can look 
on at the antics of the people who 
are vastly superior to them. 

Generally, substitutes ask their 
families not to come as they do 
not wish them to see their humilia- 
tion: or, in the case of parents, to 
brood over what sorry offspring 
they have produced. 

Now and then, however, some- 
thing happens to the principals, 
who get sick or get hurt or fail to 
show up. And that is the great 
moment for which the substitutes 
have waited. And the very people 
who scorned them turn to them be- 
seechingly, slap them on the back 
and say, “Now go in there and 
show what you can do.” 

Their triumph would be complete 
were it not for the audible groans 
from the galleries expressive of 
popular opinion that, now the sub- 
stitutes have been called, all is lost.

factory moved out of town or the 


mills closed down 
went out of business. One con- 
fessed his present jobless plight 
was his own fault because he never 
had learned but one trade. 

“All I ever did or wanted to do 
was be a salesman,” he said. “I sold 
veterinary supplies. It got so there 
were few horses and J didn’t know 
any other business.” 

Another had been a designer of 
ladies’ shoes at $125 a week. He 
wished he had saved something, 
but it had been easy to earn and 
easier to spend. Still another 
Was an ex-soccer and ball player 
of local fame in his day. Used to 
play with the St. Leos and the 
Shamrocks. He was a bricklayer. 
Made $11 a day, but with so many 
layoffs that never went any too 


far. 
A 200m were men playing check- 
dominoes, rummy and pen- 
uchle. The penuchle players would 
be glad if they had some decks of 
cards not so limp and frayed at the 
edges. A man in one of the games 
was one whose name would be rec- 
ognized as that of a prominent 
meat-packing family here years 
ago. The plant had been absorbed 
by a bigger one, the proceeds lived 
up by the numerous heirs. Now 
the last surviving member of the 
family was glad to receive old-age 
assistance and pay his way here at 
Ozanam. 

Recipients of regular old-age 
pension checks really are the aris- 
tocrats at the Shelter. Their faces 
brighten proudly when you ask 
them if they are pensioners and 
they can say ves. From the pension 
check of a client of social security 
living at the Shelter, 50 cents a 
day is deducted to pay for his care. 
Wards of other agencies supported 
by United Charities are paid for at 
the rate of 30 cents a day. Those 
referred by some private agencies 
and many admitted on their own 
personal applications are charged 
nothing. 

A difference is made in the food 
served the 50-cents-a-day boarders. 
This evening they were to have 
baked hash and scalloped potatoes, 
in addition to the baked beans, 
bread, gingerbread and coffee 
served the others. 

But there is no feeling of unfair 
discrimination among those served 
the short menu. Those who go 
down the length of the cafeteria 
counter and have their tin plates 
heaped with meat and potatoes 
were simply luckier than those 
headed off at the baked beans, and 
lucklessness is taken for granted 
by those not able for some reason 
to qualify for old-age pensions. 

Ages at Ozanam average 60, with 
the majority over that, ranging up 
to 83. Most are unemployable be- 
cause of age or physical disability. 
Those who are physically able, do 
all the work on the place, under di- 
rection of a paid supervisor in the 
kitchen, laundry, office, boiler 


or the company 
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room, etc. An effort is made 
through training at different tasks 
or tasks at which they already are 
skilled to adjust men so they can 
find jobs again. But to the older 
men Ozanam is just home, and a 
home in whose cleanliness and de- 
cent fare they take pride. 

Ozanam was founded by the Rev. 
Father John J. Butler at the in- 
stance of a non-Catholic who came 
to him with a newspaper account 
of two homeless old men who were 
found huddled together in a door- 
way one winter morning frozen to 
death. He offered the priest $3500 
to start a fund for a shelter for 
such as those. That first donor 
who remains anonymous continues 
to be a benefactor. 


Father Butler procured the old 
Mullanphy Hospital building, va- 
cated.when the Daughters of Char- 
ity moved to the new De Paul Hos- 
pital. Although 75 years old, the 
building with its acre and a half of 
ground has served its purpose well. 
As many as 1200 men at a time 
have been cared for there in very 
cold weather and very hard times. 
The shelter is operated under the 
auspices of the Associated Catholic 
Charities, and Father Butler still 
is general supervisor, but it min- 
isters to and is supported by per- 
sons of all faiths. 

“Why, when so much is being 
done by the Government for the 
support of the aged, is it necessary 
that places such as this be sup- 
ported by private charity?” Mur- 
phy was asked. 

“It isn’t only money they need,” 
he replied, “but protection and care. 
On their own, these homeless men 
would be living in flop houyges, be- 
ing rolled for their pensions as 
soon as their checks were cashed 
and would be penniless for the rest 
of the month.”

It goes without/ saying that 
West's double twohearts was 
extremely risky. /He had opened 


with one diamond, rathér than one 
club, because he wanted to “dress 
up” the hand for\no frump and 
wanted to discourage”~a diamond 
lead. This was all right, but when 
South came in with a two heart 
overcall West realized that further 
bidding by himself or partner would 
be highly dangerous, hence _ re- 
solved to make a “shoestring dou- 
ble.” He had four tricks in aces 
and kings, and if East had any 
heart honor the thrice guarded 
heart 10 would account for the 
fifth trick. Surely, he reasoned, 
East would have some king = or 
queen that should turn into the 
setting trick. 

When it came to selecting the 
opening lead West tried a bit of 
deception. A club lead was most 
desirable, but instead of making the 
conventional opening of the club 
king, West laid down the ace. His 
reason for this was the fear (or 
hope) that dummy would show up 
with just the club combination that 
actually appeared. East must have 
sensed what was brewing, because 
instead of giving a discouraging 
signal with the club deuce, he fur- 
thered West’s plot by following suit 
with the seven. West promptly 
played the club eight, and. declar- 
er “bit,” hook, line, and sinker. 
He calied for the ten of clubs. East 
covered with the jack, winning the 
trick, and to declarer’s great dis- 
comfiture, not to say humiliation, 
returned a low club to West's king. 
Later the defenders took one dia- 
mond and two spade tricks, there- 
by defeating the contract 200 
points for a top score. 

West’s hoax, although shrewd, 
could not have succeeded against 
an astute declarer. Such a one 
would say to himself at the second 
trick, “Well, it's possible that a 
leader might lay down the ace from 
a holding of A-K-x, but it’s utterly 
out of the question that any one 
past the beginner’s stage could 
make an opening lead from such a 
suit as A-J-x. Hence, West certain- 
ly has not got the club jack. He 
probably hasn’t the king, either, 
but in any case the play of dum- 
my’s queen can’t lose and may 
gain.”. That is the way a master 
would figure.
